The olU- 
cials have been more anxious than they 
cared to betray as to Admiral Dewey's 
condition. They -were seriously appre- 
hensive .of danger to the ileet, but jia 
impJesston. was gaining ground that ihe 
Admiral had not had the same mcaHurcs 
of success in his ojjeratiuns in Manila 
buy that rcv.-ardcd his first efforts. \ow 
the report received goes to show that 
his plans are working out admirably; that 
he has succeeded in placing uiwn the in- 
surgents the burden of conducting mili- 
tary oticratious against the Spanish, 
while he himself is lying in enforced idle- 
ness awaiting tlie arrival of troops, and 
that be has succeeded in preventing the 
corruption of tlie insurgent's leaders by 
the Spaniards, which appeared at one 
time threatening. 

There is some speculation here by anx- 
ious minds as to how. the insurgents will 
treat the prisoners they have taken, who 
are more numerous, it is said, than all 
the captures made by the Onbaii insur- 
gents since their war began. It was 
reported l>y cable soon after be had si'- 
curwl tlie co-operation of the insurgeat 
chief, Ag-uinaldo, that Admiral Dewey 
would see to it that the insurgents ob- 
served the rules of civilized -warfare. 
This caution was made necessary by 'b(,' 
terrible tales that had been circulated 
of the barbarous treatment of prisonoi'S 
.captured by the insurgents. 

It is sincerely hoped that Aguinaldo 
viili see to It '\hat this agreement Is 
obbcrved in the case of the ISOO pris- 
aHCi'S )»e WM' holds, lor it is believed 
in oindal eiiolos that the nations of the 
civilized worlil will hold tlie United 
States morally responsiJilo for any 
gieat excesses that niay W committed 
in the Philippines as a Vesult of their 
action there.

The street committee rooommonlod 
that tlie engineer be re(|UCstod to exam- 
ine and report on the complaint of bad 
drainage on Mary street, Victoria West, 
The report was adopted. 

The cemetery committee rejiorted fa- 
voralily on the specitications for the tea 
wall to protect Koss Bay cemetery and 
recommended that the face of the wall 
be of concrete. 

It was moved and seconded that tlie re- 
port be adopted. 

Aid. MacGrogor considered that tlie 
council was entering on a gigantic piec< 
of work in starting to protect the fore 
shore. Only a very little work could be 
aceoniplisheil witli the money on lianil 
JjiToO, and there are several hundred fee 
in front of Boss Bay cemetery and aloii 
Dallas road that should be protected. The 
work could be ilone. he believed, imu'h 
mon.' cheaply with tlu; logs that lloat in. 
He moved in amendment that the mat 
ter In? refered to a special committee to 
report on a cheaper method of saving tlie 
foreshore. 

Aid. McCandless seconded Aid. Ma 
Gregor's motion.

".Since the close of the war between 
Oliiiia and .T;ii)an lJussia has concerned 
herself with the ])reservat ion o£ the iii- 
depondence of her neighbor in the far 
iiast, the State of Korea. Viewed .from 
this standpoint, tbo 'friendly relations 
which have been established between 
the Governments of Ilusshi and .Tapan 
acquire special significance. In render- 
ing Korea assistance in the regime Itiis- 
sia's sole desire is to facilitate the de- 
velopment of the young state. Hince 
Korea came to the conviction that she 
is cii|)able of taking care of herself llus- 
sia, faithful to the principles which 
have always governed her policy, could 
not but hail with joy the fact of the 
iihility of the young Korean government 
to dispense with the help and interfer- 
ence of any other state. .Taiiau, which, 
owing to her war with China, has exer- 
cised great inlliience over the fortunes 
of Ivoroa, has declared, in lier turn, that 
in compliance with the terms of the 
agreement into which she has entered 
with Hussia and which was only the out- 
come of a pr(!vious nnderstanding and' 
ohiigations, she likewise will refrain 
from any interference in Korean affairs. 
In like manner .la|iaii has agreed to 
take no steps in this dirccticm nor to I'tui- 
(ler Korea any assistance whatever 
without a preliminary understanding 
with Itussia on the matter. 

"As to the economical relations wliii'ii 
have lately arisen between .lapaii and 
Korea nothing could b(> further from 
Russia's thoughts tlnin to hind(!r them. 
Kussia's policy in lOastern Asia is inspir- 
ed excluslvel.\' by a desire to promote 
tli(> welfare of her neighbors. I'^-ec' from 
any sense of rivalry with regard to other 
nations, Bussia lias in view, in these 
remote parts as well as elsewhere, noth- 
ing except the interests of peace, and is 
concerned in nothing save the normal 
relation of countries. By building the 
Siberian railway and the branch which 
is to connect it with Talieii-"Wan, Itus- 
sia has indicafci] the aim toward which 
her efforts iii tlie Held of economics are 
to he directed in the I'ar East. She will 
he bound to devote all her energies to 
the performance of her tusk in this dirtx.'- 
tion— a task which, no doubt, concerns 
her own interests, but which at the 
same time aims at the common good of 
all nations."

Itritish Culuiubia is a province of iiii- 
I>urial dimensions. If it wore not tliut 
jiurt of Canada, so ^rfciit. are i(s ri'SDurccs 
of forost, farm, iislicrics and iiiiiu's, so 
incomparable is its geograpliicul position 
in respect to tlie growing commerce ot 
till' Nortli Pacific ocean— (iostiuod to Ix- 
1lic> .scc'iic of iniin's f?ri'iitivst acliiovc- 
mciits— tliat it could n'lidily bcc'onii' one 
of the foremost countries ot tlie world. 
Orcat us its progress has been daring 
IhC'last few years, and Rroat as it is 
likely to be in Itu' riilMrc, it is I'ar below 
wliat it ininlit have boon, it it had Mie 
complete di.sposal of all the money which 
It pays in ta.xes and could devote it to 
llic development of its own resources. 
Tlie province pays in roinid innul)(n-s 
.^2,000,000 towards the revenue of the 
Dominion, and its tn.xutiou Cor the pur- 
poses of the local Kovernmeut hist year 
ninouiiteil to upwards of ."jil.OOO.OUU. 
'J'here is very little dimbl that at the 
jirescnt rate of direct and indirect taxa- 
tion British Cohnubia will by the clost' 
of next year lie coiitributiiif; to the Do- 
minion and for provincial purposes 
close on to .'?l.(XK),00() a year, tireat us 
is tills sum, it is worth while moutiouing 
that it is luit i;reatci- than the amount 
whieh the peo|ile ol' Western Australia 
pay iuto their treasury, and the coni- 
parisun is tlie more interesting; because 
the population of the two coaiilries is 
.subsl'aiilially the same. 'J'hc anioiuit is 
jiot very much greater per ca|)ila than 
(he Auslr.-ilian province ot Victoria liays. 
It is worth keeping these facts in mind 
because the impression ouf;ht not to l>e 
created that IJritish Columbia is over- 
burdened u-illi t.-ixalion. 'I'lie couuilainl 
which may justly be uuide is tlmt the 
.province does not receive an adequate 
return for the large amount which it 
pays. OwiuK to its ;;reat area and the 
scattered nature of its population, anil 
ulso to the fact that a very hir^'e portion 
■ of the charges met out of the provincial 
revenue is, in other provinces anil coun- 
Iries, defrayed out of municipal, town- 
ship and disiriel la.\alion, it is impos- 
sible to institute a very close compari- 
.80U between the burden of taxation here 
and what it is elsewhere. But there 
is no manner of doubt that if the lu-ov- 
ince had the full ilisposal of I he ;,'reat 
sum of nu)ney which it auaually pays 
into the federal exchequer, as well as 
what it pays iuto tlie provincial treasury, 
it could meet all the demaiuls tor im- 
provement and devolopnu'iit, thai are 
heard over every portion of tliis jjreat 
doiqain, and at the same time adminis- 
ter the portion of its' affairs which conies 
under the purview of the federal p.irlia- 
inent, (juite as elticieiitly as it is con- 
ducted at present. Let it not he under- 
stood that the Colonist is malting a de- 
mand for the separation of British Co- 
lumbia from the Duminion of Canada. 
Such a plan would meet with little ap- 
Iiroval at home and would he iliscouut- 
etianceil in other parts of Canada and in 
(Jreat Britain. For weal or for woe, 
Canada has been formed into a nation; 
and although a great and inexcusable 
injiLstice has been done and is being done 
this western province, the remedy is to 
be sought within the confederation and 
by having recourse to constitutional agi- 
tation. It is time for a change, not in 
the political relations existing between 
this province . and the remainder of the 
Domiuion, but in respect to the manner 
in which British Columbia is dealt with 
iit Ottawa. 

It is very doubtful if the eastern prov- 
inces appreciate the merits of British 
Ooluiiibia"s claim for better treatment. 
Oiu' member of the present cabinet is 
reported to have said, when aiiproaclied 
■on the subject of railway construction 
in this province, "Let Brlti.sh Colnmbin 
build her own railways iC she wants 
I hem. ,SIi(>'s gdi e\-erylliini,' else a coun- 
I I'y can need and ought not to look to 
the eastern provinces to help lier to de- 
velop her resources." To the latter part 
of this proposition no man in British 
(%)lumbia will tal;e any exception. Onr 
province asks nothing from the taxpay- 
ers of the eastern provinces, except that 
they will consent through their repre- 
^feiitativ(>s in parli.-inient to a reasiinable 
jiortion of the vast surjilns which wc 
pay into the federal revenue, over and 
above the federal expenditure here, being 
4li!V0te<l to the ilevelopntbn't ot" the prov- 
ince, if the merits of our case were un- 
derstood in the Kas(, so strong are they, 
so palpable is the injustice done us, 
'that we feel confident tliat the vast ma- 
jority of the Dominion— even including 
the iniuister whose language was iiuoted 
above— would see how just is tlie claim 
for a broader and more liberal policy on 
the part of the .parliament ot Canada 
towards this provlnee. British Columbia 
is too rich a country,' its people are too 
self-reliant to seek to place burdens up- 
on the people of the lOlist in order that 
their progress ma]r>1itl''^tihnnced: bj; tlie 
oiH-nlng of it.< iMimcnH'L»''iiV(*(i'ty''car6hi!'.a- 
llon and enterprise. All .that is asked 



is that a fair account of what we paj- 
and of what we receive be tjikon. AVe 
are prci)arcd to stand or fall by what 
shall thi-n appear. Instead of its biM.ig 
done, o.xiienditures of a meagre kind are 
grudgingly made and the great projects, 
v.liieii are needed if the luoinise of the 
future is to be realized, are either ig- 
nored entirely, or action uiion tlieiii is 
postponed and proerastiniited iu a man- 
ner calculated to dissapoint and discour- 
age the peoiile. In this respect, also, it 
is time fur a change. 

That the chiiiu made above in regard 
to British Columbia's excessive contri- 
bution toward the federal revenue is not 
excessive is well understood iu this 
province iu a general way, but the par- 
ticulars of the case are not as familiar 
to the people as they should be. In the 
speech delivered in the legislature April 
M, IS'.iT, .Mr. K. P. Uithet went info this 
subject at great detail for the purpose 
of combatting the position that this prov- 
ince is a burden upon the other prov- 
inces. Sliortl.v before he spoke, the 
(_)ttawa Citizen, in commenting on smnc 
remarks by Senator Mi-lniies and the 
lion. Col. Prior in parliament, had ask- 
ed wliere the money was eoniing front 
to do the things whieh British (Jolunibia 
said ought to be done. .Mr. Killiet took 
up the contributions of the prnvinee In 
the federal revi'UUe and showed that the 
province was contributing an enormous 
sum annually over and above what w.is 
expended by the Dominion on its ac- 
count, the actual figures being .'j^l.llXi,- 
(lU-t ill one year or .^lO pi'r head of the 
whole i)iipuliilion. lie also showed lli.it 
whereas iu the twenty-fiuir years ending 
1S!)(! the total expenditure by the Domin- 
ion in this province was under IjilS.OOO,- 
OlM), the total contribution by the prov- 
ince was over .'i!U4,L'^'']ll.oni). leaving a bal- 
ance of nearly .fti.oOO.OOO in favor of the 
province, which balance in our favor is 
being augmented, after deducting our 
lier capita share of liability for the pub- 
lic debt of Canada and the expense of 
carrying on the Dominion government, 
by more than $500,000 every year. It is 
reasonable to say that if the Dominion 
would cause to be expended iu this prov- 
ince (Mtlier directly or indirectly, by wa.v 
of borrowing a lump sum ot nione.v on 
short loans and paying the amount into 
a sinking fund to meet principal and in- 
terest, the sum of .'S.'OO.nOO a year, it 
would be doing British Columbia scant 
justice. This amount is to be under- 
stood as in addition to the_ expenditures 
which are now made on account of the 
province. The allowance made in this 
ealcnialion of atjoul .'?(;ill),(ll)0 a year tor 
the contributions of tliis province to- 
wards the expenses ot the federal gov- 
ernment at Ottawa, that is, the expense 
■ ■f maintaining the i-cntral I'st.iblisliiiiciit 
including parliament and the various di'- 
partments but not the expense of admin- 
istering the government in tlie provinces, 
but including the fcdenil contribution 
to the revenue of tliv; iirovinces, is ex- 
cessive, for it amounts to about ^V> per 
head of the popiihilioii, wliereas the tof.il 
revenue ot the Dominion is only a little 
over $7 per head of the population. It 
is very clear, therefore, that the a llow - 
ance made is loo great. .\evert heless, 
to be within the mark, and to make a 
claim which no one need fear cannot 
be sustained, wc place the contribution 
of this province to the Domiiiioii for 
which we receive no return whatever, at 
ijioOt-V 100 a year. It is time for a cluiiige 
in this respect and while the people of 
British Columbia have no complaint to 
make of the amount which they contvi- 
bute, they m.-iy justly i-laiin to be entitl- 
ed to more consideration when it comes 
lo ilie '■xpenditure of their own money. 

.V favorite argument on the part of 
those who are indisposed to accede to ilie 
justice of our claims is that Canada 
built the Caimdian Pacilie railway, ;ind 
that British Columbia is properly 
i-hargeable with the cost of at least that 
liortion of the Hue which traverses the 
province. If this were so, the sum of 
six and a quarter millions above men- 
tioned, which the province li;id contribut- 
ed to the Dominion over and above the 
expeiidituri! up to the year l,Si)i;, would 
mm-e than otTset the expenditure on the 
Iiart of the railway just mentioned. But 
this great public work ought not to be 
taken into consideration at all. The 
railway was a part of the term.s upon 
which this province entered confedera- 
tion. 'J'o the wisdom of the statescii'ii 
of the duy it seemed desirable that Can- 
aila should be extended from the Atlan- 
tic to the P.icitiei' Ocean, and that its 
several provinces should be united by a 
great transcontinental railway. That 
Ibis was sound stntcsrannship will not bo 
denied, nor will it be claimed th;it the 
.-■oh.' (dpject of t;iking British Columbia 
into tlie union was to benelit tills prov- 
ince. Canadian interests and imperial 
interests alike demanded that Ciina.la 
should be extended to the Pacific Ocean 
and that a railway should be built to the 
Pacific seaboard. In view of this, it is 
eminently unjust to charge against this 
province the cost of any portion of the 
('.•iiiadi.'in Pacific- railway, except so for 
as the i/eople of this Coast are pr iperly 
chargeable with the oxpense ot con- 
structing public works iu other parts of 
Canada. A largo sum of money has 
lieen voted during tlie present session 
of iiarlianient for the eiu'rying nut of the 
policy liy which the Intercolonial railway 
is to have a direct entrance into Mon- 
troa!. It is not very easy to see how 
this benefits British Columhiii, yet thi} 
people of P.ritisli Columbia will pay their 
share of the cost. In like manner they 
are content to be charged with their 
per capita share of the cost of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway, but they protest, 
and properly, against being held wholly 
responsible for any greater portion. The 
case of the province in this respect is not 
at all uniano. The Intercolonial, w;hicli 
I'ost miiuy millions of dollars, was a part 
of the terms of confederation lu'id in 
all the demands which were made by the 
AIaritiine Pri)yinc<}fj for bettor terms tlm 
expenditure 'pnrdccoimt of this roadiwas 
never taken into account. During the 



Inst session of parliament it was said, 
especially in the press of Ontario, in 
regard to the co!istructii)ii of the Crow's 
.Vest I'ass railway, that it was a lino 
for the developiuont of British Columbia 
and should salisf,v the demands of this 
iU'ovince for railway aid. The Crow's 
N'est I'ass railway is not, properly sjieak- 
ing, a British Columbia road. Only a 
portion of it is in Britsh Golunnba. ;Its 
great advantage as a railway will be to 
ICastern Canada and the Northwest 
'J'erritories. If anyone will take the map 
of this province and compare tlie area 
through which this road will pass with 
the remainder of the province, twio 
tilings will impress themselves uiion him. 
One of them is tii-.it the portion of our 
proviuce opened by the railway is in- 
significant when compared with the 
whole. The other is that as soon as the 
road gets fairly into the province and 
becomes a road calculated to promote 
provineial development, the Dominion 
subsidy ceases. Its continuation is only 
secured by bonuses given by the prov- 
iiK-e. I'''urtherinoi-e. the tJanadiau Pa- 
cific railway has afforded the men-hants 
of Ontario and Qiudiee, and the farmers 
of the Nm-thwost Territories a means 
of reaching a valuable class of custom 
ers west of the Pocky mountains. It is 
not easy to eab-ulale the value of !li 
duty iiaiil goods purchased in Kasterii 
Canada by the people of this prov- 
ince, lint we venture to say 
that if the amount could be 
as(-ertained it would be round that the 
contributions of British Columbia to the 
revenue of (,'aiiiida ill the shape of dut- 
ies paid on goods purchast>d in the East 
wmild more than on'set the charge ujion 
tile revenue rijsulliiig from the i-onstrin-- 
tion of that portion of the Canadian I'a- 
citic which lies within this province. In 
what has been said no account has bean 
taken of the consumption of goods man- 
ufactured in Eastern Canada which 
forms no incuosiderable part of the trade 
of eastern factories. In view of these 
considerations, it is surely time tor a 
change in regard to the representations 
made against the demands of this prov- 
ince based upon the cost of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. 

The experience of the hist two years 
has been a disappointing one to this prov- 
iiK-e. The iieople were certainly led to 
believe that the minisU-y of Sir Wilfrid 
l.aurier was ready and willing to do 
them full justice. If promises are to be 
taken as worthy ot i-espect. then the 
most hopeful anticiiiations were fully 
warranted. Yet looking back we liud lit- 
tle reason for congratulation and iiiiK-h 
cause for seviM-e disappointment. Kefer- 
eiice has already been made iu the Col 
(jiiist lo the manner iu wliii-h the expei-ta- 
timis of the people have failed of real- 
ization in regard to the trade of the Y,\- 
kon as a whole. But it is when we i-onie 
to matters of detail tliat the true cliiirae- 
ler of our grievanci'S bi-couies more ap- 
parent. A large force of men— mounted 
pidice and militia— is being sent to the 
Noilh by the I>iimini(m govcrnmeut. It 
seems an astounding thing thai with all 
the tninsporlaliou lines having their 
headquarters in this province, and all the 
exiwnsive mercantile stocks bold here es- 
pecially for the northern trade, the con- 
ve.vance of the sniiplics should have been 
given to an .\niericaii eorporiitioii and 
the purchases should have been made in 
Eastern Canada. The responsible min 
ister said in iiarliiiiiient that he hail no 
offer from anybody here. This is extra- 
ordinary in view of tlie fact lh.it the 
transportation companies here were eag- 
er to obtain business of the kind; and. 
while 'vc must ncci'lit the minisler's 
statement as aeclirale. wc can imly ae- 
cDinit fur it by supposing either lliat be 
look good ( are not to give anybody here 
an oppoi-tunity of offering, or else was 
ignoi-ant of the fact that British Colum- 
bia transportation companies coiild and 
would handle the business. Tliere will 
be a difference of opinion as to which of 
the explanations will be more to his 
credit. In regard to the failure to pur- 
chase supiilies here, it is ditlbnilt for any- 
one to think of offering any excuse. But 
in respect to both these matters, it is in- 
comprehensible that the represent.itivos 
of British Columbia in parliament, who 
have the ear of the government, were not 
sulliciently alive to their duty to their 
constituents to secure for them at least 
an opportiinit.v of (-omiicling for this 
trade. While we must jiroperly call upon 
the minister of militia for an <'Xplanatioii 
of his extraiu-dinary conduct, we have a 
much belter light to call u|)Oii our own 
reiiresentat ives lo exiilain why they have 
been so .grossly negligent of their .liity. 
The.v may say that they did not know 
that these lliings were going lo be done, 
but su(-li an excuse is worse than umie 
at all. It was their business to know llial 
such things wei-e going to be done and 
to protect the rights id' tlieir const it iient s 
in the premises. Reasons have been 
given to till' Ciilonist wliy cert.iin 
members of iiarlianient returm'd lionie. 
It is not now necessai-y to discuss the 
KilfHeieiic.v o.' these reasons in any indi- 
viiliinl case, but the astounding fact re- 
mains lliat at the tim(> when the railway 
[loliej- of the Dominion iu res|)cet to the 
province was Minder consideration, and 
the giving out nf largo contracts for 
transport.-ition and supplies was debated, 
there was only one representative of 
lirilish Columbia in the house of eoui- 
niruis. 'I'lie I ruth is that the provincial 
ilelegaliiui lo OtfaiMi possesses little or 
no influence. It is divided ' iu politics, 
which is of itself not It bad thing, but 
the (liviHiou goes even furlluu-, for it pre- 
vents co-oiieraliou when the interests of 
the province an^ at stake, which is an 
outrageous thing. It is time for a change 
in this respec-t. 

The conclusion from the above slate- 
ineiit of facts and also from oilier mat- 
ters, which neither time nor space will 
jiermit a full discussion of at present, is 
that the time has come for a nidh-al 
change in British Columbia. Ililherto 
our 'representation in parliinneut has been 
little more than an appanage of one or 
the other of the political parties antl 



therefore, its numerical strength being 
small, its inlluence has been of little uc- 
(-ount. In iiroviiicial politics ilu- effort 
of the oiiposilioii has been directed to 
discrediting the government and thus to 
weaken its inlluence at home and abroad. 
The time has come when we sliotild la.v 
aside all coiisiiha-a lions excepting those 
tending to advance the interests of our 
province. 'AVhttt we' need is the organ- 
ization of the British Columbia party. A 
vacancy has oceui-red, or will sho.-tly oc- 
cur, in the A'ancouver representation lo 
parliament owing to the resignation of 
Air. AV. W. B. Mcluncs. His place 
should be taken by a man pledged to 
fight the battles of British Coliinilua 
wholly independent of piirty. He should 
go to Ottawa with but one iiistriiclimi 
from his constituents, namely, to do but- 
tle for the rights of this province. In 
the forthcoming provincial elections the 
peoiile have an npiiort unity of accom- 
Iilishing much in the same direction. The 
present government stands pledged to 
provincial development. It has given nit 
earnest of its intentions in this regard. 
It pnriioses to .-idvaiice along the same 
lines in the future. It is coafroiited v. itli 
a movement which seeks to place at the 
hetid of affaire a professional politician 
from Manitoba, whose whole lei^ord 
shows that, if he is enlriisleil with power 
he will use it for personal aggrandize 
ment and in order to enhance his in 
linence with the party now in pow.ir at 
Ottawa. The iirovince will he sacrificed 
that .loseph .Martin may become power- 
ful. Against such a movciiieiit as diis 
it is time for the people 6f British Col- 
umbia to enter their most soleniu protest, 
and the way for them to do this is to 
rally around the representative of liril 
isli Columbia interests. To-day Hon. .1. 
U. Turner stands before Canada as the 
representative of the progress and de- 
velopment of this province. Ilis sland- 
ard is the nuclens iintl rallying jioiiit of 
a British Columbia party. Whether we 
are Liberals or whether we are Conser- 
vativos, there is one thing that we all 
ought to be— namely, British Columbians.

THE I'KIOMIEII AT DUNCAN. 

A Forceful F.xposition of tho Goveni- 
nieut Policy— Major Mutter Talks 
Good Common Seuso. 

.Mthoiigli unhappily a little late in 
starling, the meeting at Diiiiciin Satur- 
day was exceptionally well attcmled, and 
what is more, thoroughly representa- 
tive. Tlierir were none who ciiine lo 
luiuise themselves or to be aiauaeii, and 
the intelligent farmers of the district 
who constituted the majority of the 
iiiulience, weighed carefully every state- 
tuent of the I'remier's before placing 
upon his cour.sc the stamp of their 
hearty approval. Mr. Alexander Blythe 
was chairniiin, Mr. (}. Ii. liadwoii sec- 
retary, and these with Major .1. M. Mut- 
ter, the district member, nnd Jlr. Herd, 
the oppo.sitioa candidate, occupied seats 
on the platform — the hitter by invitatijii 
of the rreiiiier. 

In prefacing his remarks, lloti. .'Mr. 
TnrniT referred lo the ilis]Hisil i(Pti of a 
portion of llie rountry to liohl liiiii '-cs- 
ponsible for all the misdeeds or errors 
lit jiidgniiMil in the govi'rniiiriil of ilic 
country during its liistcji-y as a prov- 
ince. Tliis lie dill nut consider fair it 
,iust. for ill rcalit.v bis rcs|iiiiisibil5( y for 
the inauiigiMiiciit of British ('oliiiiibia's 
allairs commeuced only when he became 
Prime Alinister, and (luring the time he 
bad filled that important olllee he n.-gard- 
ed ns abundant the proof, in practical 
iK'eouiplishinents, of the wisdom of the 
government policy. The country hud 
grown and developed with amazing rii- 
pidity, wliicli It could not hiive done 
had its destinies been <!oiitrolled by 



lelligent iiolicy of (he Government. 

To take the chief item of coiiiplaint . 
the expenditure had unquestionably been 
large, but the condition.^ of the coun- 
try and the necessities of the times de- 
manded a large expenditure to ensure 
development, and without this large ex- 
penditure it would have been iuiiiossible 
for British Columbia to have won her 
present proud position. Assuredly Kril- 
ish Columbia was magnificently "endow- 
((1 in the variety, value and extent of 
lier rniturnl resources, but without a 
libei;al investment in tho trails nnd roads 
and railways and public work.s those le- 
sources could never he brought to mar- 
ket, or the necessary augmentation of the 
poinihition he aciMiinplished. (Hear; 
hear). 

With regard to the growth of the 
revenue during the past four yi'ars, it 
would be remeiiiliered thnt until 1,S'.l;!-I 
the province existed under a dilTerent 
form of land law to that wlibdi then 
came into force. Large tracts of the [uib- 
lii' domain could previously lie purchased 
at low rates, and numbers of these blocks 
being held, complaint became general as 
to the so-called evil of land speculation, 
and tho law was so changed as to restri.'t 
llie sale of land to small holdings. Of 
I nurse there was an immediate and aii- 
preciablo dcorense in the revenue from 
laud sales, which had tlierctofore beeu as 
high as .'i!i;i)0,ii()a per aunum^ and In cd- 
ditioii to tills decrease tlie province had 
at tho same time to face ii depression 
that was not merely local, but extended 
through nil America— and indeed wos 
world whl(». In that year the revenue 
was .'i^7!).S..")7(), and wholesale ruin was 
conlideiitly predicted for the province by 
the oiiposition. 'Il'liey foresaw a eoiiti lu- 
ed dec-line of the revenue, stagnation of 
trade, snlVering lor the poor, and prac- 
tical collapse for British Columbia. 

Yet blue ruin did not coino. Inste.id 
of deeliiiiiig, the revenue mlvaaced, ,ind 
the province emerged from the test nf the 
hard times with a revenue of I ,:1I).".Ml>. 
:iu increase of S,'! per cent.— and Ibis, be 
it reineinbered, in the face of seiious 
business de|iressioii. Take the present 
year uii to ihe ;!Ulli ,Tune nnd it would 
be found that progress had been even 
moi-o marked— that the revenue hud more 
than doubled since 1S94. But, the op- 
[■■(urents of the government would say, 
the government is not alone responsible 
for this remarkable expansion. Nor did 
he make such a claim. He did, liowever, 
maintain that the govcrnnient by well 
( (Uisidered legislation and a broad-mind- 
ed grasp of affairs had arrested the de- 
cline of the revenue, and hud been large- 
ly and directly responsible for its upward 
growth. (Hoar, hear.) 

How had it been done? By looking 
ahead and fostering the growth of pro- 
ductive industries. At the time this pro- 
gressive policy was initiated, the min- 
ing districts, more particularly in Koot- 
enay, were showing signs of great prom- 
ise. The mineral wealth wa.H undoubt- 
edly there, but it was evident that it 
could not be properly utilized nnd maile 
a contributor to the provincial revenue 
without liberal and judicious investment 
in roads, trails and railways to make the 
country accessible. This expenditure the 
government decided to make, and results 
had abundantly justified the wisdom of 
the policy. 

Taking the Kootenay country, and the 
.Slocaii disti-ict more particularly, the 
Premier jihiiiily showed how iiian.v ililll- 
ciilties confronted the goveriiniciil in 
tlieir assumption id' the task of ruriiish- 
ing railway facilities, llieir.efl'orts in this 
direction heing taken ns the opposition 
keynote nt the last election, and the 
cry being raised throughout the ieiigth 
and breadth of the province that Uie gov- 
ermnont had simply paid the money of 
the people into the hands of boodling rail- 
way cntitractors. It was declared tlint 
the price jiaid fia- the road was exliorbi- 
tant, anil that in the end its cDiistruc- 
limi would b(! found iinjustilied by re- 
sults. The reverse was the case", for 
prospectors lloidu'd into the country; the 
mines were (ipiuied out and niiide i>rodu<'- 
live; cnniiis and towns and cities sprang

It was .inst the same as a man in 
business, who if he was progressive, was 
preiiared to sjieiid umney for the exten- 
sion of his inten^t.s. Supposing; he sjiw 
how his trade would li(> niateriallv ben- 
efitted by an iiivestmenl of two llmus- 
•and dollars— how his Imslncss would 
thereby be devolojied and larger prolits 
be made possible. He would borrow 
the money for the puriioses of his busi- 
ness, and, having ohlaiued the neces- 
sary capital, would not lock up the 
inonoy in his safe, but utilize it pronqit- 
1.V for the expected return. Of coiirsi> iu 
the first year the expenditure ho \vould' 
liave to make would show disndvanta- 
geonsly on tho hooks; there would he 
an apparent over-expenditure, but in 
re;ility an investment, •■ind no on,, would 
lliink of decliiriim- that the m.-iu li:iil 
Jieen unwise to so lievelop his business.

Minister of Agrieiilturo as well as Min- 
ister ot Finance, ho had nskcd his col- 
leagues what the duties of the Minis 
tor of Agricultlft-o were supposed to in 
elude. No one could inform him, for 
Ihe offlce until then had been little bel- 
ter than a name. He dctcrnained that 
If (be ofllce was to be retained it would 
1)0 becauKo it wa.s necessary and proven 
in the interest of the country. Ivooking 
<'arefnlly into the matter he decided to 
(horou;,dily or^riinixe the department, and 
initiate active work iu behalf of the 
farmin- mdnstry. The (ii-st step was to 
cull for returns from the fiirmers who 
were ii little afriiid to suppiv the de- 
sired informalion. iniUKiniiiK that it was 
to he used as a b;isis of tiixiitiou. Thev 
■soon got over this ideii, however, au'l 
responded to the call, so th;it befoi'c 
long the depiirtiiieiit was able to issue 
its first report— a good reiiort. and the 
starter that nicniit iniieli in eallinu' ni- 
(ention to the agricultural possibilities 
of tho pravince. 

Bv persistent and systeninlio wmk. 
agriculture had been Intelligently fns- 
tere<l since that time, leglKlntion se- 
cured for the benelit of fiio fanner, in- 
stitutes foruieil throughout the prnv- 
lince, diilries und creameries established, 



and pruetieal instruction siven b.v lec- 
(ures and nther means, in the sevi'fiil 
branches of agricnituriil industry, by 
the most iiiuililied and reliable exjierts. 
This yciir Ihe work was to be ciirried 
nil with increased euer;:y. a niiniber of 
the insi riictiirs from the (.'eiifral ICxper- 
imental Farm coining out in .Inly to de- 
liver lectures thrmigh the country and 
illustrate the latest and best methods iu 
the various branches of farming to 
which they have given attention. 

1 n fruit growing the work of the de 
IiartmiMit had been most beneficial. For- 
luuitlely the di^partment had seenr.'d 
(he services of :i man than whom none 
was more eiii>iihle of handling this im- 
portant branch — Mr. It. M. Palmer. His 
endeavors to jironiole the iiphuildinR Tt 
the fruit growing imliistr.v Imd been un- 
wearied, iinil so vahiiible Imd he beconu 
to the farmers that every part of tlu 
provini'e was asking for him, ami la- 
luentiug that he could iiot^ subdivide 
himself so as to permit of his bi'in^r iu 
half il dozen places iit one and Ihe same 
time. (Lau.uhler). 

His iidvice as to (he selection of var- 
ieties, the treatment of pests, tin- jKud; 
iiiK and huudling of fruit, UUd Uindreil 
subjects was invaluable, and it wi 
l:uf;(dy through his efforts In the depar 
nieiU that the fruit exchange had boeii 
organized and was working satisfactor- 
ily, each spiison extending the range of 
its profitable operations. 

Not only had the fruit output heei 
uiateriaU.v increased in British Cobini 
bin, but the (luality had been viistly ini 
proved, better packing done, :uid Brit 
ish Columhia fruit coiihl now c(Uiimiiiid 
a market deniaiiil limited only by tho 
supply. In :\Iiinitoba it was the strong 
fiivorife— the British rolimibiii .irtiele 
--iind in the mining .districts a Inane 
imirket was Inid 'hat aus even more 
worthy of consideni t inn. ii niarkel imide 
avaihi'ble bv the simie fosleriuK iioiicy 
Ihat hiid brought about the developm Mil 
of (he mines. The Fraser vall(>y and 
(he Similkiiineen country furnished plen- 
Iv of evidem-e as (o the deniiiml foi 
British ("olnmbia products from ; he miii 
ers of the Kootenay, while in tlie north 
a new couuuunity ot miners was alsc 
loidcing to this province for all the frniti- 
that can he sent to them. Here speciil 
packing would no doubt be reqiii-ed, 
in consideration of the rigor of the cli- 
mate, but the profit of tho trade wo-ild 
assuredly be large. How fruit vvas to 
be got Into tlii> nortliern country 
brought the promicr to tlie considera- 
tion of present plans for the develop 
ment of the country. 

Large grants of land had been made 
previtiiis to the present yciir. iind <-asli 
bonuses of .'i^bDOO per mile Imd in sev- 
eriil cases been provided for with the siiii- 
iliir objei^t of securing railway construc- 
tion to open up various importiint sec- 
ti(ms of the lu-ovince, none more ciui- 
siiicuoiislv iu the public eye at present 
than the .Vorthhind. over a thousand 
miles of raihvay Imd in ;ill beiui provide.l 
for. while "i:!!! miles iiad iilready been 
const riicteil or was in course of construc- 
tions, including the Crow's Nest roii.l 
which w(Mild be completed to Kootenay 
Lake bv September and ultiinately find 
ill! outlet on the Coast tliroiigh the \ jiii- 
couvor, Victoria, and Ea.steru road. Ssnre- 
ly this was a great showing for a po|iii- 
latlon of 100,000, which was all I'.ritis.i 
Ccdtimbia had a few years ago. iiUhouKh 
it hail been goiufr up with boumis smce 
then. To refer to the iiroposed hues el 
comiiiuuicatiim, the one most tiilked el 
was that known as the Yukon roiiil, to 
extend fnuii a lioint on the proviiiciiil se.i- 
boanl to Teslin Lake, and give proviu- 
ciiil traile entry tn the Yukon iiiuiiii;.' 
country. Tliis ro;id. he maintained, would 
be i>f the fireatesl inipor.tance to tlie Do- 
minion iiud to (he rrovinci-— essclitnil to 
Ihe inaiiileuance of the provincial traile 
ivith the North country. There was a 
s|i>:ht hitch at iiresent owiuK to the at- 
tiindc of the Dcmiinion government, bul 
Hon .Mr. Siftou had positively declared 
himseu convinced of the nocessit.v of 
the Dominion aiding the- road, and he 
(Mr. Tunier) was as firmly couvinceil as 
ever that the federal assistance shouln 
be given. It was a natural Dominion ,ni- 
dertiiking in the lirst place becau.se it 
would contribute to the Dominion rev- 
eiir.i- three dollars for every one comiii;.- 
into the provincial treiisuiy; becilu^e it 
be<^iime a contributor to tl-.e nominiou 
just as soon as coustruclion ciunmeiiced: 
because its iiriiuary object was to con- 
nect with a mining reixioii not in Bnlisli 
rolumbia but a part of the .North West 
Terrilorv of faiuidii. The history if 
the iie^'otiiilious leading,' up t.) the jireseu- 
liition of tlie Kailwiiy Aid bill (or I"nl>lii' 
\\'m-ks Loan act I to the lenislature was 
brielly reviewed, luid tlii' rreiiiier made 
clear'to all how essential to tho welfiire 
of the iiroviiice it had boon to act iuid 
act quickly us the government had in 
(he Yukon railw.iy logisltttlon of the 
just closed session. 

lie hoped mi his return to Victoria, he 
said, to Iind that the contract had been 
signed for the construction of the road, 
and had no reason to believe that he 
w6uld not. Ur. Mann was daily exiiect 
ed from Montreal, and the latest iufei- 
mation ot which he was possessed indi- 
cated thnt there would be no dillicnlly 
in proceeding immediately with the con- 
st rnctioii of the line from Telegraph 
Creek to Teslin Lake. Tn the moan- 
while the Kovernnient was pushing on the 
road or trail to th<! lake, and thus doing 
all in its power to facililiite the entry of 
the gold seekers into tlie North country. 

As knowleilge of the ( (omtry increased, 
evidence wsis imu-easing tliat in the 
vicinity of Teslin Lake, iind within tlie 
borders of British Colninbia Ihme is ■! 
liirf,'e anrif(M-ous arcii that will quite re- 
pav the iiKention of the miiKT and pros- 
pector. This section is almost sure to 
be tilled with the reflex from the Klon- 
dike, for some are certain to be disnp- 
p(uii ted .there, while others will no doulit 
prefer to remain and mine in llii> mere 
temiienite and accessible proviiieiiil :.'.iid 
liehls (d' Cassiar and Ominei'ii. The iui- 
liortiince of the openiuL: of tlie Xorth- 
ern coniKry to the Coast and to Viincoii- 
ver Island would be ajpparcnl to anyone 
giving considonition to th" sub.i<'c(. 

Nor was the Yukon railway (lie only 
road proposed with the idiject of opiuiiu^' 
up the northern mining ccuintry. It was 
also coutemplated at some early diile (o 
liiive a liui' friun (he s:inii' ("oas( (er- 
minus of (his road iiilo (he Online 
{•oniitry, possibly from Kilimaal. I'lom 
(his po'iid easy aeei'ss w:is (o be hud wiiii 
(lie north end of Vancouver Islund, and 
tile next government should be prei),ireii 
and make it a part of its jiolicy to (iik 
s(eps lookiiik' to tho extension of tho pre.-' 
ent lOsciuimalt and Nanaimo road 
through to the end of the Island. A fc-w 
years ago this was iriiposslble; to-day 
there- was no reason to. believe that it 
could not be done, 'TheTesult of the Yii- 
knn pold discoveries had been to ilireet 
atti'iUion of the world to. that iiart of 
the country, and while onl.y a short I'aue 
ago the far North was so very liKle 
known (hat capital would md lend eye or 
ear to any project looking to its develop- 
ment, everytliiuK in connection with the 
terrilorv w;is now sure of an iittentive 
consideration. The Cassiar (Jentnjl had 
focused at(en(i(in upon the countr.v soiilli 
of tli(> Yukon; s(ill anodier company was 
u( the in-eseul lime planting the financi;il 
world to tlie Oniiiieca. 

The farmers of British Columhia were 
in reality qnlto as Interested in the open- 
ing up of this northern country as the 
miners themselves, for it meant new and 
nrofitable markets, the acquiHition . of a 
heavy coiitrihutov to.tho revenue, Mnd-tho 
increased ni'osporily of Ihe province as a 
whole. AYhatover the outcome ot the 



elections, he was propiired (o stand upon 
his polii'.v — to (uideavor to curr.v on llie 
works seeming iiecessa.'y for the welfare 
of the agriculturist as uell as for the 
furtherance of the .levclopnient of th" 
province by liirgo and well studied expen- 
ditures In railways, ro/ids and other pub- 
lic works calculated to make productive 
the resources of all pa.-ts of the province. 

It was asked how llils was to be done 
and the atatcmont was frequently made 
that the debt of the province was al- 
ready so enormous that adding to it was 
not to be considered lost the proyin.:e 
be ultimately swumpod. True, tho debt 
was largo, hut against it stood assets 
more than baliiucin^' the acennnt, so th.it 
ill reality the debt was not entitled to the 
name. Tlu' same policy that had pro- 
duced the present expansion of iiroviu- 
cial industries, lo(d<ed ii|)ou as emiueiit-' 
ly sound by tlie linaucial autlioiilies of 
the wiu-ld us evidenced by the coiilinueil 
iuiprovenuuit ot the provincial on'dit, 
would conlimie to prove henelieial in 
operation, Avhile there was a possibility 
thiit better terms might be secured willi 
the Dominlou, aiura hirger contribution 
to the maiutoniiiico of tho province lie ob- 
(iiiued from the fi!der;il treasury. lOven 
altlioULrh till' ummint ii.iyable lo .be 
I'liiviiice by (he Dominion had been fixed 
by the (ernis of union, and BrKish (,'iil- 
umbia wilh i(s simill re|)resenla(ion 
could not hope (o siu.irle-hnuded secure a 
reiidjiisdiieut, iiii>.'ht not British Colum- 
bia in imiiiii with some of (lii> other jn'ov- 
inces secure oppiu-dinity to iiresent her 
just claims lo a. larger measure of sup- 
port from the DcyuinionV One illustra- 
tion of what might be doue was found in 
the matter of the cure of lunatics, wiiu h 
properly devolved upon the Domiiiiioi. 
This had become a very heavy chac.i;e 
upon provincial finances, and to be reliev- 
ed of it would enablu the province to 
luilize (he money very iidvantngeousiy 
iu promoling provincial' Industrial devel- 
opment. 

The present debt of Ilridsli Cidiinibia 
was .-s.^i.-'illLIUlO or pnv head of pop- 

ulad.in. while New Zealand, so persist- 
endy poiuleii (o as (he model colony cf 
(he hhnpire, showed a debt of .$1!.0() per 
ciipita— and the residents of the south- 
ern colony W(u-e not at all ahiriued us 
lo New Zealand fj.diig bankrnpl. Ot 
course in New Zealand the stale owned 
the railways and telegraphs, but tiik- 
ing them out of the consideration the 
per capita debt remained about .St."!."). 
'I'lio experience of New Zealand hud 
failed to convince him — as so many had 
niKcil— that wo In British Coluiniui 
should hereafter own and operate onr 
ewii railways. Britisli Columbia was 
not, like -New Zealand, ii self-confained 
c<uintry. and any state roads here would 
be compelled tn live in iiclive aii(at;on- 
isui widi (he (,'reat (ranscou(.iiieii(iil sys- 
ti'iiis. Besides, the desirability of 'in- 
troducing state-owned railways was ;i 
quest icni for the Dmuinion, not (be 
rrovince, to consider. M'here was tlie 
province to secure the inoui'y for so 
coUosal a project, with direct (iixadmi 
only to depend ujioii for revenue':' 'J'lu? 
Dominion, on the odier hand, if il s:i\\ 
the advantage of building' a railwiiy for 
the people, had only to put on ii few 
additional cents of duty on whiskey, 
ami the iiroblem was solved — for the peo- 
|ile would ilrink whiskey. (Laughter). 
It would not do for British Columbia to 
overtax its resmirccs, splendid as tliey 
\vere. and instead of aspiring to state- 
<i\vned raiUviiys it was more iiractical 
for I he ^.'overnment here to net such 
control of rates as would assur(> fiiir 
transiii>r(a(i()n charf;es and flood siu-vii-e 
(o the puhlic, which Ihe iieople of .New 
Zeiilanil hail not. Last year New Zea- 
laml h.iil luluiilly f;ot :',\U jier ceiil. on 
i(s riiilways, but (he loans (o build (he 
roiiils had cost more than this, and the 
rates chaiged for freight and passage 
wore far beyond those of this countrji-. 
The conditions and characteristics of 
British Columbia made state ownershiri 
of railways here an impossible or at all 
events n most impracticable pi-oposltiou. 
.\nd if the government was to build and 
opcride (lie railways, wherever would 
(lie ci\ il service list pi to, with every- 
one before an election wautiii;; siuue 
iil.ace on the road V I Liinghter). 

Tracing the history of his own en- 
deavors as a public man in belnilf of 
the iipbuililiiif; of British Colunibiu. 
linn. .Mr, Turner remai-ked that it might 
luive been f:ir better for him personally 
had lie iiel ;;i)iii' into the >:overnuient, 
but now thill he wiis in iiolilics he hop- 
ed to stay at the head of ull'airs loiiK 
enough to see tho prosperity of the 
province established on a sure footing- 
for all time. As to his policy lo-duy— 
he believed that the conditions of ihe 
times justified further expenditure aIon>; 
iho lines indfcated, for the development 
of tho varied sections and vast resourct's 
of the country. That the wvornmoiit 
had not lieeii, as some cliargc'd, "going 
too fiist." and jeopardizing the provin- 
ciiil (U-edit, was shown b.v the stiiiiding 
of that credit !it the present time, the 
business leaders of thi> world being so 
(horouglily sa(is(ied wi(h the conduct of 
Hrilish Cdluiiibia alTiiirs during; recent 
yciirs that the ]u-oviiiciiil credit had 
steadily ndvauced and the province was 
now listed in the open market as sec- 
ond to but two of the great divisions- 
of the Kiiipire. Canada as ii (lomiuion 
being one of these. The present price 
of money to tho jirovinco indiciiteil tlnit 
the next loan would be obtainable for 
3 per cent, and surely this did not in- 
dicate thnt the provincial credit was be- 
ing strained or that the keenest busi- 
ness men in the world inclined to tlie 
opinion that the government had goiu? 
too fust in tlie opening up of the re- 
sources of British Columbia. 

Mr. D. W. Higglns, the late but not 
lamented speaker of the House — 

"He's dead enough politically," ob- 
served some one from the rear of the 
hall. 

Jlr. Iliggins had made th(> stiiteiueul 
that tho government's action in tlie| 
iissistanoo ot tho Cassiar Central w:is 
what had turned him. against the admin- 
istration, and had told the people that 
the result of the Cassiar Central bill 
had boon to lock up some nine million 
a<;res of public hind. How he could 
make such a statement passed compre- 
hension, for the hill certainly produced 
no such result. There was no land lock- 
ed up, and in fact no reservation of any 
land. Nor would ii reserve be made.' 
Nolhiii.L.' had been done excejit to limit 
the staking by the company to 700,000 
acnis iu blocks of sixteen siiiiar(> miles, 
and nndl this hind was so staked any- 
one cijuld go in on it. Aflin- it Wi'is 
stnked settlers upon it would have to 
deal with (he coni]iaiiy, who wore ready 
(o make them the most iidvantiigeous 
terms. Tlnu'e was nothing in the way of 
a reserve upon the land, and us a niiitter 
of fact 700,000 acres in so inimense a 
country was a very small consideration, 
Piu tienlarly as the^land being: as yet 
iuaccessiblp is' con^pariitively without 
value, and can only be made worth any- 
iliing by the building of the road that 
il has boon aimwl to secure. Mr. Ilig- 
gins had described the railway phiii ot 
the go\eriinient and its general jiolicy as 
giving away the heritage of Ihe iieoiiie. 
\\'us it not strange thiU: iMr. Iliggins 
hud made no protest wlnui (he vo(e.^ 
were passing through his hands in the 
legislature if he was sincere in his 
statement II(> hud never once raised 
liny oiipnsition to any of the votes, and 
even this year when he left the chair 
II lid came down on the lloor of the 
House he had insis(ed on siding cm tlie 
goverilineiit side, and there had voted 
for the. very things lio now so emplmt- 
ieally coiiilemiied,. As to the Cassiar 
Central, It would bo very, interesting 
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to probe the origin of his hostility— very 
interesting imliM'd. 

I'assiiig next (o (ho personal proper- 
ty, or so-calleil "mortgage" tax, and the 
mining regulations ot the island riiil- 
wiiy reserve, the I'reniier traced the liis- 
tor.v of tlu^ former from the time of ifs 
inception down to the iiresent liuie. giv- 
ing a concise iiud practical exposition of 
the subject iind the dillieuities in the 
way of altering the present iirriinge- 
iiieut. The remedy for the dilUculty ap- 
peared to be simply a reduction of tax- 
ation. The first to argue for the remov- 
al of tlie tax. It would be remembered, 
were the loan companies of Voncouver, 
and it was highly iirobablo that should 
the Impost he removed, interest rates 
would be imniediiitely advanced by the 
loan companies, while tho govermient 
would have to face the question of how 
to make up for the source of revenue 
thus made an end of. The fact should 
not be Inst sight nf (hut the rate o( 
(iixes in I'.ridsli ('ohunbia was light'; 
desiii(e (111' largi- expenditures for the 
promotion of provincial development. 
of I per cent, being the showing he:'e 
as in contriist with li'/i or 2'/j per cent, 
ill th(> far famed province of Ontario, 
lie was i|uite prepared to admit the 
jiracdcal duality of the charge involved 
in tlie personal property tax, and the 
iiiiportanco oC doing all possible to re- 
lieve the injustice felt by borrowers. 
In the liope of arriving at some practic- 
iil soliitiou of the iirnblem a coiumil- 
lee had this year been appointed to ob- 
tain siiecilic working information and 
devise smue scheme Ciilcnluted to re- 
lieve from the so-called dual taxation. 
If the desired result can be iithdned, 
there would be mine more glad in see 
it llian the goveruiuent. and none more 
ready (liiin himself In do all in his pow- 
er to n'iich the desired end. 

"("heiii) .Mnue.v." and the bill to enable 
tlie farmers lo senre money at easy terni.4 
foi the development of their properties, 
he did not propose entering into at any 
length, for the reason tliat he hii'd al- 
ready arranged for men who had made 
a special study of the subject and pos- 
sessed every detail of information re- 
garding it, to go through the districts. 
Ilia king plain every point in the legis- 
Inlion and the liiiiineial" plan involved. 
Similar stock credit ussociatious had 
been found lo work widl in every other 
country in whiidi they had been given :i 
fair trial, and there seemed no ratioiml 
reason why results other than siieeessfn! 
should bi> anliidputed in this province. 
Cn-operation was the foundation Mid 
piimary principle of the scheme, and no 
doubt the credit associations conld be 
made workable and accomplish their mis- 
sion here with care on the part of all. 

As to the mining regulations in the 
Esiiiiiiualt and Nanaimo reserve, he had 
been endeavoring to arr.mge for the m.ik- 
ing public of the torms, but had not as 
yet been in a position to do so. Ills ad- 
vice to liny who found the fixed verms 
unsatisfactory or unfair was to go to 
lieadipia rters and iiresent the objecdo.M.s 
He had in mind the cas(> of eight men 
who had sliiked (he same mnuber of 
i^biiius, und went lo the riiilway ollice to 
buy the luiid. They found fault witli 
die (erins, und wiu'c asked. 'AVell. \vliat 
do yon want lo do." They replied that 
(hey were- iirepiired (o jiay .'?1 00— .i;.")!) 
do\\ ii, (he biilaiici> nf (he liiinilreil in one 
.vear. fnr eiglil clainis. iind Ihe reniaiudiu- 
in payiniMits in live yeiirs. "\\'i(lioiit fur- 
ther debate, the proposition was accepted 
and the men left well satisfied. He was 
inclitied to think that tho railway's torms 
as iiublishcd were not so liberal as the 
company was prepared to maltc if special 
circnmstanccs indicated the justice of re- 
duction,, and applicants simjily prcse:ired 
their eom[)hiinls to liead(|iiarters. The 
goviM-miKMit would of course at iill times 
do their best to lU'iunote the interests of 
(he peo]ile in the milking of the best pos- 
sible urrangiMnenls. 

In concluding his address (he I'ri-nier 
suid (hat if redirned (o jiower, tlieiMilicy 
of his governmiMil would be lo carr.v on 
public works for the opening up not ■inly 
of Vaiiconver I.sliind, but. of all parts of 
the province, one of the coiiteinpl.ded 
projects being the Tesfin Jjiike railw;t.v-, 
and another tho extension of tho present 
Island road to the north end ot Vaiicou- 
vor Island, providing a favorite passen- 
ger and light freight, route to the North. 
'J"he day of the 'HTukon WttB not over by 
any means, and the fact. that Chief En- 
gineer Cost(> hud just been sent here to 
make considerable expendituros for 'he 
improvement nf the Teslin, tlie Ilootiil- 
iiniiia and other nordiern waterways, 
ilemniisl rated that the Dominion iiuthori- 
(ies were no( overlooking (he North ooiin- 
(ry. lie, hail iiske.l .Mr. Coste if there 
existe7l any Iriilh for the report gaining 
circulation that the Dominion Inid in- 
foriiuitioil imlicutiug that the I'likon 
cfiuiitry would not justify anticipations. 
On the contrary, was his reply, tho re- 



ports from all seedous of the Yukon :ir(! 
so gnnd that (he government is ;ilniost 
afriiid (o let lliiun become pulilie. (.'.ire- 
ful reiiorts have been received fr.im each 
of the gold producing creeks, and totiil- 
ling the output of these the result is so 
enormous thiit discounting it by "ill jier 
cent, there will be still some .'j;! 5,000,- 
UOO coming down this seasnu. 

"The policy upon which I ask the sup- 
port of tlie people of British Columbia 
for myself and niy government," couclnd- 
ed tlip Premier, "can be described in few 
words— progress In and for British Col- 
umbia. Progress secured through the 
opening up of our mines, the asBistmcc 
and building up of our agricultural In- 
diisdy and onr fisheries, so that general 
inosperity ami contentment may natural- 
ly result." 

During the progress of the address 
the closest a( (eution of the audience had 
been given to the speaker, expressions of 
a|i]iioviil being frernient. .\s he n>s-.i;iied 
his <^hair the feeling of the meeting Wiis 
expresed in loiig-condmied applause. The 
invitation to iin.voiie to ask (piestions was 
iin( accepted, and the conclusion was 
Ihcrefioe to be drawn that Cowichan is 
sadslied with tlie record Of the govern- 
ment, anil will do its part toward return- 
ing the present adluinistration to power 
on next month. 

M ajor flutter, JI.P.P., who next was 
ciilled upon, took the platform consider- 
ably liiimlicappod by the shortness of the 
tiiiie aviiihiblo, and was therefore brief 
in what he had to say. His address, 
was, however, pointed and (uniii:'-,itly 
practical. He liiid been charged, he said, 
with enloring the house as an imlejien.l- 
eiit supporter and siibseipiently degen- 
eradng into a slavish follower of the 
government. This clmrge he emphatii.'al- 
ly denied. He had been elected as a 
suiiporler of (he government and he had 
supported the government, Imt with no 
sacrilie of iudepeiulonce at any time. lie 
had supporte<i the government bi-anso ! 
it was a government ileserving of re- 
spect and if .he had not at any time vot- 
ed for measures originating with (he op- 
position it was not because ho bud r.nv| 
objeclion to voting for a good ojiposi- I 
tion bill, but because the opposition had 
never brought in a bill that wi(h the in- 
terests of the country and his consti- 
tuents at heart he eoiild eonsciendonslv 
.support. As to Tfon. Mr. Turner, 'vlio 
had so (-learly and intereslinglv presented 
the issues of the day for the benelit of 
the electors of Cowichan, he w:is not only 
an able man in public affairs, but ii ge;i- 
tleiuiin eoniniaiidiug the iKlmiration eiid 
persmral regard of eviu-y member of the 
house, ot.posidon as well as government. 
. Coming to practical politics, the ma- 
jor inquired wherein Cowichan had anv 
complaint as to treatment iit the hand's 
of the Turner govoriimont. Every roii- 
sonuble reijiiest made through him in 
behalf of the district had been granted, 
and the government at all times seemed 
ready and anxious to promote in every 
way (he prosperity of tlie district lie had 
had the honor of representing during 
(he lide purlianieut. With reference to 
the mortgage tax, which some of flls 
constituents were much' concerned 
:ibiml. Jlr. Cbdon's cmiilciniiii torv reso- 
lution dciiling with this measure v,:is 
in elTect: iiulliiiig less (liiiii a wunt of 
ciuilideuce resiilnlion, slardug with Ihe 
ilecliiriitiijii (hill (he niorlgage (ii.\- in- 
volved rliialily of ( a \ii( iou— ( his (erin 
being incon-ect, iiud the cnlleclinii of an 
illegal impost being iiidircclly charged 
against the government. Sncli' being (he 
case, he certainly could not join 
in voting for what was no les 
than a want of confidtence resol'ution and 
he had therefore Brought in an amend- 
iiHuit pronouncing the personal property 
tax not dual taxation, although it was 
a tax unquestionably bearing unjustly 
at times on the unfortunate Imrrnwer. 
There w.-is ;i diflleulty unqnestibnnbly— 
a grievance in the operation of the tax 
—but how to make an end of it was no, 
eiis.v thing to de(eriiiine. The late chief 
justice nt the time he was premier and 
iidiirney general had lent his active 
bniin tn the solution of the question, 
and hiul brought in a hill aimed at re- 
moving the ohjcctinn. . It was found 
that this would not effect the desired 
purpose, and Ifon. IMr. Ditrie had given 
the problem up. Personally he could 
not see a remedy save, in the sweeping 
away of the tax, which he would like 
to see, hut wWch involved many ami 
serious flnnnclal difflcnltics. , The pro- 
posal to exempt from taxation the mprt-. 
gaged portion, of property would hot 
meet the case, for If tliis solution of the 
problem -were accepted what w^ere the 
municlpalittes to do for rovenno? Sup- 
Iiosing II man owned a farm worth .^lO,- 
0(i(» and against this farm there was a 
niorlgiige of .f.'i.OOO. This proposal t.i 
exempt meant that but the .fij.OOO valua- 
tion would be iisHossable or taxable, and 
the revenue of the munieipnlity would be 



divided by two. "Would the municipal- 
ities approve of this? Again there was 
this objection to tho removal of tho 
tax. one would dispute that a rich 
man shouhl lie taxed upon his wealth 
iu mnne.v just as much as the farmer 
upon his land. If the rich imiu's money 
was in die- bunk it could be made to 
|iay iiicnine tax. but suppose for Ihe 
sake nf securing a hirger return from 
his capital lie put it out on luortgugo, 
would iuiyoiie sii.v that the governmout' 
had no right to follow Ihe money and 
collect taxes on it just as well as if it 
were still in bank'.' 

Passing over the Esqulmnlt and Na- 
naimo mining regnhitions witK a few 
words, tho retiring member for tbo dis- 
trict paid II high tribute to (lie courage 
of the government in giving tbo coun- 
try its new and imposing parliament 
buildings, a structure worthy of the 
greatness and the future of the prov- 
ince, and none too soon provided, for 
the old buildings had become so iiiisan- 
itiir.v that during the last session in 
them (he members were crmtiiiuall.v ill. 
The buildings had in fact been .standing 
directl.v over .a cess pool :ind ho liad 
lit one time threatened to complain to 
the board of health unless - immediate 
action was taken in- the direction of 
providing more suitable accommoda- 
tions. Tho policy enunciated by IToii. 
Mr. Turner he looked upon as worthy 
of a statesman and of a groat country. 
The railwaj' plirn was a workable one, 
and in the best inlerests of the country, 
and ho hoped to see not onl.v the line 
extended as suggested to the north end 
of (he island, but the early construction 
of !i road to bring the district of Allior- 
ni into close touch with the other parts 
of the island and witli tlie capital; The 
development of ngricultnre, the cho.ii) 
money scheme and other live topics wore

ELECTORS OF COBBLE HILL 

Also Listen to An E.'cplanation of What 
the Government Has Done and 
Aims to Do in Puture. 

Driving directly from the Duncan 
meeting to Cobble Hill, Premier Tur- 
ner later in the same afternoon ad- 
dressed a second meeting of C'owiclian 

lectors over which Mr. Nightingale pre- 
sided with his recognized tact and abil- 
ity. Ill i)rcsentiiig the Premier be be- 
sought, for liiiii a considerate hearing, 
ind for what he would have to say, tho 
llioiiglitful attention of the electorate. 

Vftor thanking the voters present for 
the oppenluiiity (d' meeting and address- 
ing them, Hon. .Mr. Turner saiil that lie 
labored under some dillieiilty in vary- 
ing what he had to speak about at tlie 

irions jilaces in tlit district, for thi' 
to.xt was necessarily the same and lig- 
uros were usually regarded as something 
of a dry subject, h irst of all in piiss- 
iug through the country he was endeav- 
oring to ascertain what complaint was 
found with the government and its man- 
agement of tho aflan's of tlie province. 
The ans-n-ers had been varied and pe- 
culiar. Porsonahlies entered largelv in- 
to them, and as ho deprocatod the in- 
troduction of private allairs into politics 
witli these be did not propose to deal. 

As to the otluM' complaints, tliov wer(> 
contradiclory and vague— seoniiiiglv the 
sum total of all gnovaiK.'os against gov- 
eriiniont that the people had hocii stor- 
ing ii|i during the jiast tweiitv vears. 
h'or the acts of lornier admiiiistriitions 
he did not propose to be held respon- 
sible even although the governmont w;is 
known as the same. The policy of a 
government changed as the years pass- 
ed. Men got new ideas and it was well 
for them to do so, for stagnation would 
be fatal to the country, and govc'rnnuMit- 
al policy must not stand still, hut ad- 
vance with the times to assure tho ra- 
tional and satisfactory development of 
the i-esourccs of the country. Take the 
history of the provincial loans as an il- 
lustration, those liiaiis which the op- 
position had confidently prophesied were 
to bring ruin and desolation upon the 
country by utterly destroying its credit. 
Instead of this the cr(>dit of the coiiii- 
liy was steadily iiioiintiiig upward, and 
the country its(>lf was going ahead and 
r-rospering— proof not only that the gov- 
ernment's policy was a wise and far- 
sighted on(>, but that the opposition were 
urterly incapable of reading tin; signs 
of the times. 

Itoviewing his ])oliticnl career since 
his lirst election in Victoria thirteen 
years ago, and touching upon his great 
surprise when.b(3 was asked by the then 
I'reinier, the late Hon. John Eohsoii. to 
become a member ot the Cabinet, Hon. 

Mr. Turner said' that soon after hoc - 

ing finance minister, he' had recognized 
it as his duty to undertake the remod- 
elling of the provincial financial sys- 
tem and the establishment of British 
Columbia's credit upon a sound founda- 
tion. In this undertaking ho had had 
a gratifying measure of success, as the 
rise in the value of the provincial se- 
ciuiiies from 8(1 to 102 within tlu' past 
few years would amply attest. Outlin- 
ing (li<> dilUcult fasU faced by the ad- 
niinist ration a bold and progressive jiol- 
icy through the dark days of financial 
depression, with the object of promot- 
ing better times by the developmenl of 
the country, the I'reinier polnte<l at 
Kootenay as eloquently testifying to tin! 
advantageous policy of opening up the 
countr.7, by (means of assisted railways, 
etc. The results of liberal investments 
in such Kootenay public works had been 
tho making of a groat revenuo-produc- 
iiig dlstriot, the sottlenient of a largo 
and tlirifty population, the building up 
of the valuublo mines of tho upper coun- 



try, and tho opening of a prolitable 
hiMiio market to .the agriculturists of 
other sections o£ the province. 

T'ho now abandoned land grant sys- 
tom in railway promotion, with its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, was next 
dealt with, and after tidling of what had 
been done in the way of promoting pro- 
vincial doveloimient by means ot pub- 
lic works, the I'remier ventured the 
opinion that no other country could bo 
found in which so much had boon done 
successfully toward the making pro- 
ductive of natural resources. 

The negotiations for tho securing ot 
an all-Canadian — practically an all-Brit- 
ish Cohiinbian — route into the Yukon 
gold holds wore traced from the incep- 
tion of the Yukon railway project, and 
tho advantages to be derived by British 
Columbia aud Vancouver Island were 
tlescribed and. commented upon. Then 
came the projects looking to the opcying 
of Oininecu by a i-nilway, and the ex- 
tension of tlie Esquiinalt and Naiiaimo 
road to the ond of the island, to pro- 
vide a short and favorite route to the 
far north. The carrying out of this pro- 
graninie was posible now by reason of 
the iiiijiroved condition of the credit 
of the province! and of tho attention ot 
caiiital having been dire(!tod to the 
north by tlu! "ccciit discoveries of gold 
in the Klondike region. At the last 
general elections tlu! British Pacific 
project had boon tho hope of tho coun- 
try, and at one time there has seemed 
to be good prospects that Mr. Rithet and 
his associates ■would carry their scheme 
through successfully. The fatal ob- 
stacle was, however, the fact tliat tlu' 
far northern country was an unknown 
land, and financing the project was 
thereby rendered impossibh". 

Times had changed since then, oppor- 
tunity now was rijio for the opening 
lip of the northern sections of the prov- 
ince. Keason for going ahead now with 
the public works conteiiiiilated was found 
in the fact that the tide of British Co- 
lumbia's fortune was at the flood, and 
tli(! government had to take it now or 
lose the golden oiijiortunity. I>espite 
the efforts of the country's enemies, its 
credit was such as would permit of the 
carrying on of large public works ami 
those were what was required to pro- 
mote the progress of the province. 

incidentally the Premier illustr.itod 
to ^vhat depths tlie opponents of the gov- 
ernment will descend, by referring to the 
letters writti>n to the British jiapers at 
the time of the arrangenient (d' the last 
loan, letters from British C<duinhi:iiis 
that oven went so far as to insinuate that 
th.e iiiembers of the cabinet were hood 
ling as well as running the province into 
iiiijustiliablo debt. Tlieso letters could 
not but have an effect on the sonsitiv 
London market, and thus tiirough thcs 
traitorous I5ritish C(dumbia scribblers 
the province lost .^:!0.(I00. 

From the consideration of the provin- 
cial credit, the Premier passed to the cx 
pansion of. the revenue, aftonvards ex 
plaining the several planks of his pros 
ent policy — railway dovolopmoiit, tlic en- 
conragonioiit of tho agricultural industry, 
the promotion of fruit growing, etc. The 
Cassiar Central deal was concisely ox- 
plninod, and Hon. Jlr. Turner closoil by 
inviting and answering questions put to 
him by Mr. Pannell, Mr. Rogers, Mr. 
Hall and Mr. .Shepp.srd. 

Mr. Kogers incidentally remarked that 
at till! Macplicrson iiici'ling to select mi 
opposition candidate, tlii! cause of coni- 
plaiiit against tho government bad siiu- 
merod down to the point that tho wages 
of a number of road workmen had not 
hi'(!ii paid when duo. and that tho assess- 
ment of a certain cow had boon made at 
.•f-'iO, while the owner declared he could 
buy any number of cows for $40 each. 
These were very small matters, but grett 
events some times hung upon slender 
threads. 

The Premier inquired particularly as 
to the non-payment of the -workmen rc- 
fered to, ascertaining that the trouble ;ip- 
peared to be purely local, and promised 
to give it immediate attention. 

Mr. Slieppard sought infoniiiition as to 
tho government's Cheap Money jilaii, and 
was informed of the arraiigeinoiit for tho 
coining of lecturers into the district to 
thoroughly <'\plaiii tho co-operative 
schiMiie adopted liy which tho fanners 
might obtain cheap money for the clc^ir- 
ing and improvement otherwise of their 
properties. 

Air. Bartlott advocated the adoption of 
a definite system of road building, similar 
to the rangi! line iilan in servic(> in On- 
tario, as well calculated to bring tho 
farmers together. 

The meeting closed with votes of 
thanks to the chairman and the Premier, 
the former paying high compliment to 
Hon. Mrv Turner, and urging the electors 
of Co-vvichan to rally to the support of 
the government on election day.

bi'eu eiuaiuiied for some lime, nialiln;,' 
tlieir iireiiaralldiis, hut as It Is most eou- 
vcnleiiilv slliialfil for b>gs, anJ Is, as I 
have salil, the lirail of iiavl;;atliiii, it Is 
iiiueU the most jioujiulur iiolnt. At the 
foot of the L'hilkoot jiuss tlieie Is another 
•sln'Ot of iiavlKahle wati-r. Lake IJiuleriuaii, 
but us uuviKUtiou from there to lleiiiiett 
is Interrupted by a small si ream, shallow 
and Very rapid, and only navi^'able witli 
surety by big eunoes, most [luoiile prefer 
to hiilld their boats below thut point. Mev- 
ertlielesK, there are even HOW fully two 
tlionsajui jieople in eiuup at tho head of 
Luke Lliulerniaii, uml they will sturt from 
there, iiUi-ndliiK to juirtiijie their j,'iich1s from 
tin.' toot of I^ake l.liidermau to ttii' head id' 
Itennetl, a distanee of about tliree-iiimr- 
ters of a mile. At iiiauiett It Is estimated 
that there are not over live thousand peo- 
ple, and altogether from the lieiid of Lake 
Lludermaii to Liuke Tatclsh there are eer- 
tiduly over llfteeu thousand people in 
i:amp ready to start for points on the 
\ukon rh-er as soon as tlie lee all dlsui)- 
pours. And though the Ice holds out so 
lute in the sn.'ison. It imist not be supposed 
that It is beeaiise warm weather lias not 
jft set in. I liavo been here now nearly 
tiiree weeks, and duriut; the ivhole of thut 
time the weatber lui.s been e.xeeedlngly 
ugreeabie, with ivarm and oeeasloiially 
even hot, days, though freipiently it iias 
froxen hard at night. It is not lieeause 
there has been no warm weather that the 
ice still holds out on the lakes, but 
because through the long whiter here It 
freezes very thick, uud as there Is no 
strconi la the lakes to carry It away it .lias 
to reiiuUu there until it gradually melts 
lighting or any kind of rowdyism Is quite 
feet thick, this is, of i^ourse, a very long 
jiroeess, and euiiseinieiitly it Is a iroiisiaer- 
iible time lifter warm weather comes before' 
the lakes become ele.ir of this ohstrnctlon 
to imvlgatloii. We hear that hi.dow Lake 
'J'aglsli, where the riiiiiiliig water liegliis, 
tlie lee hu.s bi^eji out for some time, hut for 
fully Ufty iiUir'S from this point It Is still 
solid. In s])lte of this, many .people, with 
the hot-headed Impatience of Inexpecicnce, 
luive started from here .In boats, and It 
does not surjirlse the more prudent who 
have remained belilnd to Iiear .that already 
at least oao of these boats Jias boen caught 
In the Ice and siuashcd to pieces. 

The conditions of life In this temporary 
"city" of Heniiett are. of course, novel, and 
In many respects such as never oi'ciirred 
before in any jilace In tin? world. To begin 
with, the whole j)oi)iilatlon Is under can- 
vas. The majority of the tents aii' slinply 
the ('aini)S of Jianles who are building boats 
here, and making preparations to proceed 
on the journey Aorth. lltit there Is also 
at least one business "street," known r.s 
Main street. This Is situated along the 
shore of the lake, and extends for a dis- 
tance of about buLf a uitlc. J^ll .along It on 
mtlicr side arc canvas .stores, .hotels, sa- 
loons, doctors' and hiwyer.s' olllces, and 
other places of business. The hotels and 
saloons, of course, jireilumliiale, and oeea- 
sionally, at nlgjit, they are pri-tty llvidy 
places. Neverllieless, iin»ler the strict rule 
of the jiollce, who are stationed here In 
some force, tliere are no such abuses as 
e.\lst so iiroinlnently In Aiiierlean places 
of tho same kind. The worst that <'an be 
said of the saloons here is, that apparently 
they observe no closing iiours, and that 
a uiild form of gauihlliig — most of the local 
game of "hlack Jack" — Is allowed to he 
carried on opeul>-. Ve^y little drunkenness 
of a noisy clutraetor Is observable, and 
lighting or any kind of rawdylsm Is (|ulte 
conspicuous by Its absence, indeed, alto- 
gether there Is iicd a more orderly coin- 
iminlty on the fiiee of the earth tliiui the 
citizens of lleiuiett. ami for this con- 
dition of alT.ilrs ci^rlaiiilv great credit Is 
due to the Xorth 'Wi'st .Mounted I'ollee, and 
the Itritlsli Columbiii idl'lelals. 

Tile Jlouiiteil I'ollee are stationed here 
permanently, and there are now about 
thirty men of all ranks In cainji. .Major 
K. H. Steele, than whom no military man 
Is better kuowu or more esteemed from one 
end of the Domlnlo nto the other, Is la 
comnuind; and Itritlsli Columbia is repri-- 
sented by Captain Hunt, wlio Is tlio agent 
here of the provlucJal gonernniont, and acts 
as magistrate. .So far, the mere jireseiice 
of the police bus been siilTleleiit to restrain 
the imriily and their duties iuive been eoii- 
liued exclusively to routine work, with not 
more than two or three arrests for ijettv 
larceny, and laie or two eases of loo luds- 
torous drunkenness. It Jb well known that 
there are iii.iiiy very "tough" dharacters hi 
camp— the same class of men, exactly, who 
terrorize witii linjiualty American niliiing 
communities, but the mene presence of the 
Mounted Police, and tho well known fact 
that wherever the Union Jack waves the 
lilw will 1)0 nhsohitely enforced, at any 
cost. Is surriclent to Hold these men iii 
cheek. Some of "Soapy" Smith's well 
known gang are now In eani|) liere, but 
like the children of a wcll-re-iiluled house- 
hold, they are "seen and iiirt iieiird." 

During the daytime life In Ileiinelt Is 
now almost as nnieh a matter of lium- 
drum routine as life in any orilhiarv eoim- 
try town. The shops, stores, hotels, sa- 
looiiH, and other iiiaces of business open 
their canvas doors rogularlv -cverv morn- 
ing, and tlie day Is passed In just the same 
way as It would be In an ordliiaiv elly 
Street. But nennett has one great aiid ali- 
absorhlng Industry, which oeeiipies the 
time and thoui,-lit of iilnet v-nlni' nii-ii out 

of every Inindred In the eainp. I! tt Is 

lo-day, wilboul any doubt, the liusiesi boat 
building yiird In 1 lie wli.de worhl. Ilveiv 
iiiau In the pliiee is direcilv or iiidiriHtl'v 
Interesti'il In the bullillii;; ' of sioiie par- 
tlculnr steamer, Imrge, boat or canoe. .As 
there are fully llvi! thousand men here, and 
two thousand more at Lilndcrman, It will 
not ho surprising to lonrn that there are 
certainly at least two thousand boats of 
all kinds at these two places now under 
construction or already eoiii|iIeted. The 
police have made a regnlalloa eoiniielllng 
every owner to register his boat and to 
paint upon It a number, and to-day. al- 
though the regulation lias been in "for<-e 
less than a ivi'ck, iiud u large proportion 
of the boats are not yet completed, there 
have already been registered considcrahlv 
ovcr n thousana. Indeed, taking Into ac-

being built lurther down the lakes, it is 
plueaig tue uu'aiber al a laoueraie esiliiiate, 
wneu i say ttmt fully three thousand boats 
will start tor the lukun river williln au- 
oiuer week or so. liow many will get there 
and liow many Uvea will be'lost on the way 
Is aiimtier story, and one tuat has stiil 
to be told, as ic will he dulj', I trust, uy 
myself, and 1 hope, less tiuged by trageuj' 
than appears pruuuble from the prospect. 
These gloomy lureUudiugs are based mostly 
on the predictions of the "uld-timers" who 
have done tlie journey before, aud it is oniy 
necessary to consider the circuiustaiices tor 
a moment to reall/.i' that they arc not wltli- 
oul loundation. 'Jo begin Willi, ine great 
iiiajorily id tlie boats are being buiii. by 
men wiio have never built bonis lu ilieir 
lives belore. 'J'liey are ccmstrucled out of 
llie very roughest kind ot aialenal—luinber 
.siiwn by band In saw pits— out of the na- 
tive logs, wiilcn are such as would be 
siuinieU 111 any logging uomp on the enu- 
tiueiit, and be considered practically use- 
less lor sawing pu,r.i)oses, here, so great IS 
tile demand lor boat-bulldiug material that; 
lids very roughest or lumber sells readily 
41 cents a loot, or ^'.'.w a tliousami. 'i ne 
rougb, poorly coiistrueled vessels, of all 
sizes iiiid shapes, but mostly 01 a eapaeiiy 
to carry ironi lari'i' to Ii\'i.' or more' men, 
with iruiu two lo ten tons of cargo, nre 10 
be luaiined and navigated by. In ine iiiajor- 
uy 01 eases, men who liave lU'Ver been In 
a boat in their lives betore. Add lo iliese 
conduloiis ilie laet Halt the waters to be 
navigated are e.^ceedlugly dangerous, on ac- 
count of rapids and rucks, auu It will read- 
ily l>e understood that when a ulob of two 
thousand or more bouts, all struggling to 
get ahead of each other, start in a body for 
iiie same destination, there Is likely 10 be 
trouble. -Many people predict tliat the 
i;iillkoot imss catastroiihe will be far eclips- 
ed In the number of lives that will be lost 
111 the jiassage of the turbulent lakes and 
till' swlit rapids 011 the waterways of the 
gloomy Interior b.v this mob of amateur 
boatineii. That such will not be tile case 
we all devoutly pray, but that the proba- 
bilities are decidedly in that direction al- 
most everybody 111 the camp admits, 
though no one seems to think tnal he In- 
dividually Is taking any rlsK. Tiie waoie 
posiUon Is strongly Hlgulllcant of the 
strange disposition of the mining enthusi- 
ast, lie Is a gambler truiii the roots of 
his liair to the soles of his feet, and he is 
willing to risk Ills all on the ehaiiee that 
he will be the luie out of the huudreil who 
will ever strike the ui'ieb deshi'd dust in 
liayable (luantltles, wlileh he himself 
knows tiulle well to be about the probable 
|iro|iortlon. Just as he Is also willing to risk 
bis life without a thought un the eliauce 
that he will not be the one out of the 
hundred whose boat will be Jammed to 
iileces In the great blockade or be wrecfked 
Ju the storm-swept hikes, or swamped In 
the dangerous W iilte lUu'Si.' rapids, where 
already so iiiaiiy lives and outllts liave lieen 
lost In the twinkling of an eye. Some who 
were ready to start, and were Impatient of 
the tedious delay, have already ventured 
tlirinigh the Ice, and the news reached 
caiiii) yesterday that one of these boats had 
been caught between two lloes and smash- 
ed to pieces, the occupa-as losing lill their 
proiierty, and with dllflciiity .saving their 
lives. Without any apparent object to be 
galuod, men take desecrate chances Inne, 
and It has required the BucrlUcc of sm eral 
lives through drowning to convince the peo- 
ple that the lee Is 110 longer safe for 
walking on, tbough tlie fact should have 
been long ago self-evlde.n 10 any iiiaii of <M'- 
dlnary coniiuon si'Use. The majority of 
ileatlis lately have been from this cause, 
tlioufib there have also been one or two 
filial cases of spinal iiieiilii)iltls, and a few 
deaths from ordinary causes. 

Of the men that oue meets liere It Is 
Impo.sslble to give a general description 
for the simple reason that they include al- 
luost every kind and condition of man. 
strolling along the crowded Main street oue 
may be intraduced, oue minute, to a no- 
torious "crook" from the purlieus of the 
liowery; in tin? next to a prize-llgliter 
whose name has Ilgiired conspicuously In 
.\iistrallaii news sheets; to be followed a 
nioineiit later b.v the pleiisiiri.' of meeting a 
courteous little .lai) who has left bis liow- 
ery home to seek his fortune In this barren 
wilderness: at the ne.vt step meeting, per- 
liii|).s. a hardy, snn-taiineil gentleman who 
bus binui In e^'er.v milling caiiiii 
times and who took part, perhaps, wltli 
the popular "Doctor ,Ilni" In his famous 
ruld into the Transvaal; and as a lliiiil sur- 
prise you may have thrust Into your hand 
a dainty bit of pasteboard with some blgh- 
soundlug name upon It and an address at 
the .Iiinlor Carlton Cluli. Verv fi'W men 
who have travelled mueh would be likely tc 
be liere long witliniit niiinliig across soini 
old aei|ualiiiance wlioai, perhaps, he met 
last soling years ago at the end of tin 
world. .Such at least has been my own 
experience, and certiiliily no one coiild fall 
to meet s(Uiiebod.v who Knows me same 
lihices anil many of the same people as lie 
dues. Tile simple fact .0 unit the jieople 
here are from every part of the civilized 
world, and in no place that I was ever 
111 have 1 met so many widely-travelled 
men. It Is quite a common thing to meet 
men who know Intimately almost every 
colony under the I'.rltlsh Hag, as well as 
all the eaiiltals of the continent of ICurope. 
'Pile great iiiliiliig camps of .\merlca. as 
well as South Africa, Australia and .\ew 
Zealand have each largely contributed Its 
(piota to the heterogeneous crowd that Is 
oil Its way to the Golden North. The ma- 
jority of tile crowd here are men of mature 
age and of varied aud valuable exiierlence. 
It is not too much to say that, probably, 
never In the history ot gold-dlggliig has 
such a sturdy, experienced, and 011 the 
wliole, respectable, a crowd goue Into any 
gold held as the crowd that Is now so- 
journing at Bennett, preparing to coiitlMue 
the Joiirne.v to Dawson (Jlly and Its iielgh- 
borliooil. i'ractlcally all of tlieiu are going 
In wedl [irepareil for tile iiiiderlaklug, for 
they must all, by a very wise pidlee regula- 
tliai, havi' at bMist a year's iirovlslons with 
them, anil inaiiy are In some eases men of 
eoiisiderable means t hciiiseh'es, or repri'- 
seating, In some I'ases, really large lliiaiic- 

lal backing. The 1 1 are here and the 

iiKMiey, and there is 1:0 ilouljt whatever 
that If the Viikon iio.-isesses anything Ml- 
Its reputed store of mineral wea'ltli, It wi 
rapidly become the greatest producing gidd 
Held that the world has even seen. .And 
the crowd is sanguine, buoyed up by signs 
that are, Indi'cd, most promising, for tli 
camp I'ontaliis a large iiuiiiber of rclurnln 
" Kbmdikers." and tbev are llie most eiui- 
lltli'iit men of the lot. Indeed, I liav 
lo bear of a single iiislaiici' of a man who 
came init from the Klondike last year and Is 
not returning In all baste this yi.'iir, while 
nearly every old Kloiidlker that Is now in 
camp here speaks as If It Is a foregone 
conclusion that lie Is bound lo make his 
fortune. .Moreover, several men have re 
eeiitly arrived In the camp direct from 
Dawson I lly, and they all speak In terms 
111, It sound almost extravagant ot the proli- 
able oiiipui of the gold this year, and the 
s|ileniild jiroiiiise of the newer discoveries. 
'I'lie other (lay one sneli iiiaii— a certain 
l.'eter (iaivln—coiiie into <-aniii with a iiocd;- 
el full of niigget.s which he proeeedeil to 
Kive away as keepsakes to irleiids, and 
even casual aeipialntaiices, as If tliev were 
tilings of very little vaiiii'. I, nivsclf, saw 
lilni give to tlie popular .Major Steele a 
handsome nuggel worth fully ij;4ri, and In 
doing 80 he snidii' as If lie were giving hlui 
a match to light his pipe with. Ho Is, of 
course, one ot the lueiiy ones, and no doubt 
thousands of mini might have made nothing 
whore ho has made a forliiiie. but still 
such incidents show tliat eeiialiilv very 
!>1,,-|(K1 In gidd. U<> caulioned his bearer's 
stated— and be has all the apiieaiaiiee and 
iiiaaiier of being any thing but a boaster— 
that these nuggets were pli'ki'd up In a

.\ siieeial telegram from Alherni to tho 
,Toiiriial-K.\a miner corrosponilent lioro, 
stales that several liodies of white men, 
iililKised Id linvc> been victims of tho 
,Iaiie drey disaster, have been picked up 
oil the beacli near llie Kyiiiiiiol reservn- 
tion, by Indians of the resident tribo; 
while ii sack of idothiui,' with an Italian 
imiiie on it; was wasliod aslioro not far 
from CluyiKiuot. Coupled witii tliis iii- 
foriiiiitioii comes tlie news by the n>tuni 
of tlie C.r.X. steamer AVilliipu that con 
sideniblo wreckage from the lost 
schuoiior, inclusive of four of tlie boats, 
liiis been recovorod at different points 
iiloiig tlie coast. 

Captain Foot, tlio master of the Wil- 
lapa, states tliat 011 'Wodnosday last tlio 
.\lionset Indians picked up a tub of Init- 
ter and two small boats, prcsumabl.v 
from the ill-starred schooner. 'L'liese we're 
an ordinary sealing or wlialiiig boat, and 
11 siiiiiU c^inviis craft, both being funiri 
lloiitiiig upright, but full of wati>r. 'I'wo 
camp stools also caiii(> asliore at .Vliouset, 
marla'd ".loliiison ifc l.)i.\on" — probably 
the iiKiiiufacturers. 

Two days later the sighting of 11 dead 
whale liy those on board tho AVillapa 
accidentally led to the iinding of other 
and more important Avreckage. The mon- 
ster of the deep at a littU» distance.ro- 
semblotl tlie hull ot a capsized schooner, 
as the body stood liigh out of water. 
Captain Foot accordingly ran a eo'.iplo 
of miles toward it, and wlien he discover- 
ed that it was merel.v a dead wliale, con- 
tiiuied liis trip 011 to Kytniuot, 1.") miles 
distant, where lie told the Indians of his 
tiiid. 

The natives wont out at once — for a 
wlialo is to tlioiii ii viihiiilile nciiiiisitioii. 
'i'liis one they missed, but in their search 
for it eanio across tlie gasoline launch be- 
longing to Major riigraliaiu's Italiau 
inoiintain ciiiubing party, it also lloating 
iipriglit although tlie sea had flooded it. 
Witliin it were a number of books and 
papers, but no bodies, the natural sup- 
iiositioa being that the six who were seen 
ill tlie boat when it left the schooner, had 
all lieoii washed ovorlioard to perish in 
the sea. 

The Xoolka Sound Indians tho sanio 
day picked up still iinollier boat, tho dory 
lieloiigiiig to the (!rey, atid wliicli was 
referred to b.v several of the survivors 
ill tlieir stories of tlie wreck. Tlu> striitig- 
ost part of tlio matter is how it hiii)p'?.ied 
that while so iiiau.v lives were lost of 
those aboard tlio scliooiior, all lior boats 
should liHVO proved seaworthy, and yet 
not [iluy tlieir part in the salvation of 
those who loft Seattle as crew or piis.sen 
gors. Tho whale, which Captain Foot 
saw, was afterwards discovered, wont 
asliore at Neuchatlitz, where tho Indians 
secured it and celebrated in royal fash 
ion. 

When tho Williipa touched at Bueiuo- 
let it was reported to her master th'it a 
(luaiitity of wrockagc had come aslioro 
there also, lint what it consisted of the 
Iieoiilo did not aiipear to know. Their 
lirst lu.'ws of the foiimlering of the tJrey 
was received from the Willapa. The 
Iiiiiiicli re<'()vered at Kyuipiot is still in 
excellent (•oiidilioii, and reiiorteil woitli 
.•-STdO; it is at iireseiit held liy the In- 
dians, each of whom is said to have a 
charge against it of .'^lO.

Chaii.ges Produced of Which tlio Musii 
Loving I'ublic Heap tlie Benelit. 

Ysayo found thut the declaration of 
war with Siiain coinpeiied him to some- 
what change his original plans for the 
I'acilic const tour.
